Paris, Dec. 14.—Premier Briand ac- 
companies his denunciation of German 
peace offer as a .trap, with, the an- 
nouncement that he would ask for the 
Increased power with which to carry 
on the war, according to full reports of 
his speech before 
the 
chamber of 
deputies yesterday. At the same time 
the premier promised that the gov- 
ernment 
would not 
undertake any 
scheme of national mobilization, such 
as that involved in'the German home 
army plan. 
"Kvidently," said the premier, 
it 
Is necessary to recall what has hap- 
pened in 1&16. After eight months it 
Is not a German,- but a trench victory 
which in truth has been inscribed on 
French flags." 
French Victory ln-1916. 
The premier referred to the French 
success at Verdun and the gains made 
on the Somme, derided Germany, for 
its claim of victory while it was tak- 
ing such measures as what he termed 
the militarizing of the entire popula- 
tion. 
The chamber applauded unani- 
mously when he affirmed that the war 
government of France would not fol- 
low the policy of Germany. He asked 
for power to regulate all questions 
concerning the national derense, in- 
cluding tne possibility of requisition, 
but said that if the latter step was 
considered necessary, it would not be 
carried out inconsiderately. 
The chamber again applauded when 
he announced that the 
government 
would ask for the suppression of the 
liquor traffic throughout France. 
Premier Briand expressed the cer- 
tainty 
that 
some of the measures 
taken by Germany had behind them 
the object of intensifying the war next 
spring, when he said she will have 
stronger armies to face. He warned 
France to be prepared for these ef- 
forts and to have confidence in the 
final outcome.

Di**atisfaction at Cabinet. 
The disappointment shown by the 
press over the administration is em- 
phasized in comment of yesterdays 
sitting of the chamber of deputies. 
Even Premier Brian'd's sensational an- 
nouncement of his-intention to pro- 
hibit by decree the sale of spintous 
liuuor, passes almost unheeded. The

FEEDING FRENCH SOLDIER

Paris,- Dec. 14.—This is what 
the 
French government has given to each 
of its soldiers, to eat and.drink dur- 
ing the first two years of the war: 
Bread—1008 pounds, the making of 


which required 9M pounds of wheat 
or namely the 
production from 25 


acres. 
, 
Potatoes—260 pounds. 
Coffee—58 pounds. 
Butter, lard. etc.—44 pounds. 
Wine—100 gallons. 
Tobacco—22 pounds. 
Salt—36 pounds. 
Vegetables—72 pounds. 
Sugar—86 pounds. 
Cheese—4 pounds. 
Macaroni and spaghetti—14 pounds. 
This has cost tbe French 
govern-, 
ment an average of 40 cents a day 
per man for the men at the front, not 
Including an allowance of 5 cents 
a 
day that is made to each soldier to 
buy little "extra" for his meal. 
For clothing the army the French 
government has used up to date In 
the manufacture of all thee/1 various 
carments necessary about 80,000,000 
yards of cloth. Each soldier has also 
had four pairs of shoes, the 
greater 
portion of the 
leather 
for 
which 
came from the United 
States, 
the 
great-bulk of the manufacture, how- 
ever, was in France.

Jurors Take But Four Minutes to De- 


cide That 
Salocnman Sold 


Drinks to Boys Not 


of Age. 


A six nian jury yesterday gave the 
first conviction in years or' a Janes- 
ville saloonkeeper held on license code 
violation 
charges. 
City 
authorities 
express themselves as 
highly satis- 
fied. Less than fifteen minutes after 
the- jury had rendered their verdict a 
complaint against another saloonkeep- 
er, entailing similar charges as those 
on which the first conviction was se- 
cured, was signed by Chief of Police 
Peter D. Champion. 
This complaint 
had been in the hands of Chief Cham- 
pion since Friday, Dec. 1. 
E. J. Boiger, who conducts the sa- 
loon at 13 North Franklin street, was 
the man convicted. 'He sold intoxi- 
cants to an eighteen year old boy, not 
only to this one in particular, but to 
two other minors on 
Thanksgiving 
night. 
Boiger appeared before Judge Max- 
field at 10 o'clock this morning to re- 
ceive his sentence. He was fined fifty 
dollars and costs. His attorney, L. A. 
Avery, has already started an appeal 
action. 
Papers for this were to be 
filed either this afternoon or tomor- 
row morning, the law allowing forty- 
eight hours in. which to make the ap- 
peal. 
Credit for the victory must go to 
Janosville's new city attorney, Charles 
H. Lange. It was his first big case 
for the municipality. With a strong 
attack -built up after a week of prepa- 
ration, the period in which1 he also 
gave Bulger to prepare for his' de- 
fense, he broke down the testimony 
of 
the 
defense's 
witnesses 
and 
throughout the afternoon uncovered a. 
long list of discrepancies in the evi- 
dence introduced in favor of Boiger. 
After the city had introduced its 
five witnesses, all minors, the oldest 
of whom was but twenty, and brought 
out that they had secured drinks in 
-he saloon and that none had been or- 
lerecJ out 
or 
refused, the defense 
brought forward a large number of 
•vitnesses 
to refute this testimony. 
.Louis Brummond and Emil Demrow. 
the bar-tenders, Ernest 'Daetweiler and 
Boiger himself and several more all 
testified 
that the boys :had not re- 
ceived any intoxicants. 
Charges of meddling with witnesses 
of the prosecution and of the defense 
"framing" its 'case were'made by the 
city attorney. He did not press his 
questioning along these lines to any 
great extent, but went just far enough 
to attempt to satisfy in the minds of 
the jurymen, through showing the con- 
fusion the witnesses were in, that the 
city's witnesses had been 
tampered 


with. 
The jury was out less than four 
minutes before it-had reached its ver- 
dict. 
The jury was composed of J. P. Cul- 
len, Edward 
Richter, 
George H. S. 
Smith. Charles Eller, J. E. Lane and 
Robert Boyd. 
Opinion indicated that 
the majority classed the six, as a jury, 
as a body of fair and impartial men. • 
But one ballot was taken. -

SAYS CITY LAWYER 


Boiger Case Prosecuted First as Test. 


.—Champion Charged With Par- 


tiality 
Is Vindicated. 


A scathing verbal attack directed ai 
Chief of Police Peter D. Champion and 
intimating that he was showing par- 
tiality in the 
prosecution of saloon 
casei was made by Attorney Louis A. 
Avery in the municipal court yester- 
day a/ternooon as he made his plea 
to tin; jury in the case of the .city ver- 
sus E. J. Boiger, who was later con- 
victed of selling intoxicating liquor to 
a minor. 
In the.case of the attorney, however, 
it might be said that "he didn't know 
it was loaded." Mr. Avery trespassed 
on unknown and forbidden ground it 
seems. 
City Attorney Lange came to 
the rescue of Chief Champion with an 
explanation during his rebuttal to the 
jury which refuted in every particular 
the charge against the police chief by 
the attorney for the defense. 
Testimony was brought during The 
trial that the minor upon whom the 
city based its case did not really be- 
come intoxicated in the Boiger place, 
but had come to that condition as the 
result of liquor obtained in another 
saloon. 
This was the one conducted 
by John Hemming at 110 West Mil- 
waukee street, it is alleged. 
The fact that Chief Champion had 
signed the complaint against Boiger 
first evidently riled 
Mr. Avery. 
He 
said: 
"If Chief Champion is going to clean 
up thib town, then he had better go 
to tlie fountain head, to Hemming s, 
where all this 
trouble commenced; 
not starting at the tail, but at the 
head." 
Mr. Avery's statement wormed un- 
der the city attorney's cuticle fully as 
much as the fact that the Boiger case 
and not that of Hemming was being 
tested first. In his rebuttal he came 
back with: 
"If this attorney showed up half us 
many cases, that he knows of, as The 
chiet does, we'd get more of this, both 
head end tail." 
. 
Lange's thrust was greeted with a 
loud snickering. Judge Maxfield rap- 
ped for order. 
Thr city attorney's plea to the jury 
was featured by its briefness. Origin- 
ally Le did not plan to make a rebut- 
tal, bat in tlie necessity of defending 
Chief Champion he was forced to do 


"The Boiger case was started first,' 
he explained, "because I advised this. 
It was not Chief of Police Cha/npipn 
and any blame you direct against him 
is misplaced. 
"As it was brought ouUhere on the 
witness stand you jurymen know now 
and perhaps can realize 
why we 
brought Boiger to trial first. You have 
just learned that he was warned as 
far back as a year ago not to sell 
drinks to this particular boy. As a re- 
sult of this warning having been 
given, we took up his case first. 1 
arranged the schedule. 
"Hemming is not going to escane 
by any means. We're going after him 
now. This was just our test case. 
"I am forced to let this information 
out because this other attorney tam- 
pered with the fire. I am prone to do 
so, but since he has started it, it is up 
to me to finish it."

AS DEPUTY MARSHAL 


Former Janesville' Police Chief 
Re- 


•igns Government Position to

W. H. , Appleby, former sheriff "of

The "resignation of Mr. Appleby has 
brought expressions of regret from all 
parts of the state by persona who 
have been associated with him in the 
office of deputy United States mar- 
shal.

ISSUE LICENSES TO 


STATE "BABY FARMS" 


. . 


[•PBCIAL TO TUB RA/ETTS.] 


Madlaoii, Wia., Dec. 14.—Licenses to 
maintain maternity or'; lyingsin hos- 
pitals and" homes for infante ("baby- 
farms") are being issued this month 
for the year 1917, in accordance with 
a law of 1915 placing their control un- 
der the state board of health. 
About 
one hundred of these institutions are 
now under license. Applications for 
license must. Include the approval of 
the local [health officer. 
In most cases the maternity .hos-_ 
pital Is merely a ward In some gen- 
eral hospital or other institution, and 
in a few places the institutions are 
maternity hospitals of a high order. 
Indications at a number of places, 


however, show they are merely pri- 
vate homes operated for the care of 
a special class of cases, and require 
careful supervision to safeguard the 
health and lives of the inmates and 
the rights of the public. 


Deputy state health officers are un- 
der instructions to make investiga- 
tions of maternity .hospitals and in- 
fants' homes in their territory-and to 
report to'Madison in detail. Especial- 
ly " are 
they expected to ascertain 
where the children go after leaving 
the institutions and tlie 
conditions 
surrounding their welfare. 


The law requires all sucH institu- 
tions to admit health officers for pur- 
poses .of inspection, to report all births 
to local health authorities within 
twenty-four thours, all arrivals of chil- 
dren at "baby-farms" within twenty- 
four hours thereof, and all departures! 
within twenty-four hours->of their-re- 
moval, and also requires health 
offi- 
cers to make frequent 
inspections. 
Such institutions are licensed without 


fee. 
No greater number of inmates 
may be housed than the license 
authorizes. 
For conducting .such in- 
stitutions without a license, the law 
permits a flne of not less than $100, 
or one year's imprisonment for a sub- 
sequent offense. Violation of any pro- 
vision of the law is also severely pun- 
ishable.
